dome and Dignity of Parliament might bee preſerved. 
However His Majeſtie ſhall be very glad to hear of ſome 
ſuch example in-their puniſhing the Tumults, (which Re 
knowes not how to expe, v/henthey have declared that 
they knew not of any Tumults , though the Houle of 
Pectes deſired , both for the Dignity and Freedome of 
Parliament , that the Houſe of Commons would joyne 
withthem ina Declaration againſt Tumults) which they 
refuſed (that 1s,negle&ed ro do ) and other ſeditious A--

henfton of danger from Him:Though, when He remem-

For the leaving Delinquents to, the due courſe of Ju- 
ſtice, His Majeſtic is moſt aſſured He hath been no ſhel- 
terto any ſuch; if the tediouſnefle and delay in proſecu- 
tion, the vaſt charge in Officers Fees ., the keeping men 
under a generall Accufation without tryall a whole year

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trzeand vindication, have frighted men away from ſo 
chargeable and uncertain an attendance. , the remedy is 
beſt provided where the diſeaſe grew. It the Law be the 
mea{ure of Delinquency, none ſuch are within His Ma-' 
jeſties protection:. But.it by Delinquents ſtich are un- 
derſtood who are made ſo by Vore , without any treſ- 
paſſe upon any known or eſtabliſhed Law ; If by De- 
tlinquents thoſe nine Lords are underſtood,who are made
